The great cffufien of blosd., which hath been in theſe 


parts inthe year 1674. inſeveral Skirmiſhes, or Arraques, ' 


or Rencounters betwixt the French and the confederate 
Forces, we can give no account of ; bur every wiſe man 
may judge, and with reaſon conjecture, that there hath 
been much blood ſpilr that, or theſe ways — 

we will only mention the loſs of men in thar great 
fight which was between the Confederates and French, 
Angift 1, 167 4— 

Herein for che number of men ſlain, we rely on the 
Royal Edit of his Majeſty of France , as printed in Lon- 
don 

Thar Edi& mentions three or four thouſand of the 
Dutch killed on the place, one hundred and ſeven Colours 
taken, and between four or five thouſand Priſoners. 

As ro the French their loſs of men by an Expreſs dated 
Avugeft 15. ( flilo Novo ) from the Prince of Conde ( = 
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Atrol ogical Fudgments. 

French General in that fighr) ir appears, that they loft ma- 
ny brave perſons, and to the number of abour four thou. 
ſand men. Hence *tis evidens, that no leſs than berween 
eight and nine thouſand men loſt their lives in rhar fight : 
jr may alſo be remembred, that there was ſhin inthe 
Palatinate in that fight, berwixt the Imperialiſts and 
French, in Fune 1674. not leſs than four thouſand men, 

There remains of this Prophecy as yet eight lines nor 
fulfilled, of which we will mention nothing : for ſo far as 
we can judge , the effe&s of thoſe poſt-lines are not for 
many years yet ro come to be pur into execution ; beſides

and ſo vielent an Hurricano is not remembred tro have 
happened theſe many yeers, or ſoſuddenly to have effe- 
Red ſo much miſchief. Whar we have obſerved of ſuch 
like Prodigies is , that in that or thoſe Countries , where 
they do manifeſt themſelves, they are the Antecedents of 
much miſchief roenſue , and nor very long after, avour 
ſelf could ſufficiently inſtance of ſome ſuch prodigious 
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appearances in Fngland in our late Wars, ——— 

Ir were worth the inquiry of the greatNaturdliſts of this 
Age to conſider, whether this Hurricano proceeded from 
any natural cauſe, or was occaſioned by the Aerial Spirity 
or M«li.Gerit of thoſe people : Bur who ſhall read cicher 
Edo. Neuhuſins, or Fromundus , ſhall find thoſe Countries 
or Provinccs have in ſome years preceeding, ſuffered by 
fach like Prodigies — and whereas we ſay in Faly, the 
Hollander might apprint a day of thanksgiving for neVitory, 
but a deliverance from his Majrſties Forces — We deſire 
the impartiz| Rezder to conſider, that at this time Peace 
w2s horwixt his Majeſty of Great Britain and that People, 
elſe the words might we!l have been verified (if War had 
eonvinned herwixt both Nations) bur do me this right as 
ro leave our Engliſh, and pur in French, and then thou 
wilt fee it was no contemPptible Predition-. Burt we 
judge as men, and many times providence ads contrary 
ro the beſt of Judgments , befides Pariicularia predicit

Norwichſtanding the uniting 
of the Confederates and their numerous Army, far in num- 
her excerding the French, yet providence ordered the 
Prince of Conde (wit. ' the French Ger.cral ) to have the 
Victory Augaſt 1. 1674. -—

«Thwgh ſime of the French Manarchs Forces aft not fo 

*© adviſedly or with that Courage was expethed ——

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It is notoriouſly known, and a moſt certain rroch, thar 
if the French Army., or many of them , had not beraken 
themſelves to Plundering the Dutch Wapguns , hurt had 
proceeded as thev ar firtt begun, there had very few of 
the Spaniards or States new Army eſcaped ſlaughter. 

Again we write, ** The German Forces ſeem to have a 
* chech, notwithftxnding their numercus Army and great 
© affiftance —— 

It cannot be denied , but the French Army by gaining 
the" Victory ( or the day ) gave a check to the Imperia- 
lifts 3 bur a greater Ch-c& ro the other Confederates, who

We have not mentioned theſe Occurrences out of dif- 
affe&ion either ro Spaniſh, German, or Hollander , but m 
parr or wholly to vindicate our Aſtretogical Obſer rations, 
from the aſperfions of the malicious and ignorant.

ters: many of them (ccm tobe irfiim ard ſick ; others 
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ro have died, and ſtill die : many may beſuppoſed (and 
nor withour great reaſon) to have ended their days of 
lare by hunger, famine, and hard uſage : many Icineranrs 
defirous of returning home, ſlain, cr knock'r on the head, 
by the clowniſh Bore or angry Farmer. In ruth their 
miſery ſeems very unſufferable,by reaſon of the more than 
ordinary ſcarcity of all manner of comforrable things ne- 
ceſſary for preſervation of Mankind. This we intend in 
thoſe Countries or Provinces, where the Souldiery are 
quarrered in Germeny or parts adjacent, 
welcome Jove into the Medium Celi, and allo Venus in-

thoſe Eclipſes ? We need not herein have recourſe ro 
avhar the Ancients write , [ct us peruſe the Examples of 
our own Age, which are freſh in memory, Do but read 
judiciouſly our Treatiſe of the Eclipſe of the Sunin 1652. 
and confider thoſe Changes and Alterations, which hap- 
pened during the conrinuance of that Eclipſes effeAs, as 
unto England, the Hollander, and other Nations, Ir may 
alſo be remembred by the ſober Artiſt, thar, Fclipſes Lu- 
minarinm ſuper Civitates, Provincias, (F Regna magis quam 
ſuper private conditionis h1nines, amt ſuper Reges, reſpiciunt 
enim multitudinem— Seg. s, Aphor. 45. The Echpſes of 
the Luminaries have portents or ſignification-, or operate 
by their Influence, upon Cities , Provinces, and Kingdoms, 
more forcibly than wpon men of private condition , or 
upon Kings— And this we can verifie; for although 
the Facher of. this preſent King of Sparn had his Jun, in 
the very degree eclipſed of the Sun in 16g2.—. yet he 
ſurvived ſome years after, However Dafipodiiug a Learned 
Dane in Aphor. 58. ſaith, Ex Eclipgſibus mage eff eftus prove- 
njunt— viz. from the Infjuerice of Kclipſes great and won- 
derful effeAs do ſucceed— as from rhis we write of now 
generally, there will in its due time, upon thoſe Countries 
rincipally belonging, ro the Sign wherein the Eclipſe 
Geoyend ro fall, and upon the whole Quadrangle. Nam 
etſi naturaliter motu , conjanfione wel oppoſitione nimiram 
Luminarium prope Nodos ſrve caudam fo caput Draconis 
fieant : tamendefefus ille Luminis nan fine effeHn eft , cium 
Natura nil fatiat fruflra; ty compertum habeamus, tumul- 
14, ſeditiones, peffes, famem, grardines, inundationes, cala- 
mitarem denique preſeriim ſolarem portendifſe.

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Although naturally by motion , ina New or Full Moon 
ne to the two Nodes, (or more properly to the head 
and tajl of the Dragon) they b-comeeclipled, yer is ror 
that defe& dr want of light wichour cffcR , ſth Nature 
doth nothing in vain; and we daily know by experience, 
thar Tarnults, Seditions, Plagues, Famine, Storms of Hail, 
Inurdations, Calamities in ſeveral kints are ever conco- 
initant or do follow Eclipſes, and the more great, by 
how much the Eclipſe is grear. | 

This Eclipſe being (o conſiderable , and the preſent 
jun&ure of Aﬀeairs in many Countries of Europe ſo unſer- 
led, gives us opportunity to write what rationally we can 
concerning its Effe&ts , which in due time may be ſubſc- 
quent,

great and violent Inundations , and overflowing of the 
Sea banks in ſuch Countries ſubje& ro ſuch violent paſſi. 
ons of the Sea Bur ro be brief, we generally conjeure 
of this preſent Eclipſe ; Bella, diſcordias, & mala guam 
plarima preſagit, viz. That ir prenores Wars and ſJaugh-

Cities , pillaging whatever is portable by impoveriſhed 
perſons. The High ways infefted by Robbers, Thieves, 
Sou!diers, and many other necefficous perſons , in many 
of thoſe Countries we mentioned ſubj2& ro the lntiuece 
of the Ecpliſe. « * 

A grear Famine or ſcarciry is porrended , many thou» 
ſands ſtarved with pure hunger, thoſe who remain afrer- 
wards afflited with a grievous Plague and Morraliy 3 
uſuaſly more than ordinary Rain follows 3 bur we hope 
the Pofirion of Fupiter m the preceding Tropical Figure 
may ſomething leſſen that malevolent fignification of to0 
much Warer. 

Confidering that Mars is near the Medium Calr, we 
more juſtly conjeture= Rixy inter Regesr, of multoram 
ab ills defeFimem , viz. Many differences berwixt one 
King ad anorher, one Prince and another, one Nob/e man 
and another, one City or Common wealth and the Princes 
or Rulers of Provinces bordering upon ane anothers 
Frontiers. 

Many ſhall decline their formzr affecRions or obedience 
ro the Soveraign of rhoſe Nations they live under ,- or 
fail in rheir fideliti-s (or che furure; Kings. and Princes 
ſhall fail in rheir afhHance and friendſhip, though ſeri. 
ouſly promiſed— As alſo multoram in Principes fy Do- 
mins ſuos contumaciam (v4 fraudes preſagit : It, may be 
feared that many K:12s or Princes Subjedts will be itub- 
bornly inclined againſt them to cthwart their Princes de- 
ſigns , and to endeavour the pertc&ing or complearing of 
their own oblique intentions, by uſing much infinuation 
and fraud with their Complices —— :

He manifeſterh Alterations in Church- affairs , or ſuch 
which principally concern Religion : Many differences in 
things Sacred , diſlention in Judgment about Orthodox 
Points— Much difficulty in the Revenues of Kings and 
Princes, and a great unwillingnels in their Subjze&s for 
athfiing their O—_— mares ial or convenient Sup- 
plies of Monies—. Greav Controverſies about the Cuftoms 
and Priviledges of the People - ..... 

It we were fo confident as to judge Peace would enſue 
upon the many lare Treatres, it would be an hard task, we 
only ſay it needs Prophecy to determine indubirably the 
end of thclic late prodigious Wars 3 the Conquerour not 
willing rodepart with his acquired Conqueſt 3 the paſdive 
Princes not inclined to acquictce without reftauration to 
their proper Inheri:ance: fr hath been ſaid of old, Theſe 
Wars now in being will laſt four years. We with ſome 
reluftancy deliver and fear many diſaſtrous calamirics 
will fill follow the Datch Aﬀairs in their Ships and Navi- 
gations, viz. prodigious Storms , if ro ſecond Hyuriicano 
Inſu rretons of their People againſt Magiſtracy— firange 
Mutinies and Tumnlty or Caſuaitics are like to befal the 
Turkiſh Emperour in Conſtantinople and other of his greateſt 
Cities, Bur I procecd tothe ©! Ingrels into®Y, 
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Here is no Planer Angular either in the Prevencional 
Full Moon , or in the Figure of the [ngreſs; but in the 
Poſtventional New Moon Ven is poſited in Medio Celt, 
Mears near the Aſcendanr,and Fupiter near the Culp of the 
ſeventh Houſe ; ſo that we may properly conftirnre Lane 
Domina Anni, Lady or Goycraeſs of the Year, more parti- 
cularly of March, April, May, and part of Fune, and admic

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ever, Si Daminus Aſcendentis fit ſimiliter Dominus alicujus 
domus Luminarium, ſine dubitatione erit Dominus anni , nec 
h.betis irſpicere ad aliquem alium Pianetam , viz.

We muſt begin our Judgment with much ſadneſs of 
hearr, becauſe the Moon { ady of the Afcendant 1s poſi- 
red inthe cighth Houſe. wherein ſhe manifcfts— Copiam 
morientium, the great abundance of commor; people thar 
ſhall die chis year. As ſhe is in the Houſe of Satwn, and 
applying to his Qu:drarure— Per penurram wittualium, 
per famem, per peſtern, viz. For want of food, by Famine, 
and the Plague : Ochers lay, as ſhe is in the Exaltation 
of Mars— Per cedes, by the $word, or by ſlavghter, &c. 
Saturn is Lord of the eighth, ninth, 2nd tenth Houſes, and 
he is f1'!l lingring in Aries, ſignifying Germany and the 
Prirccipaſiries and Dukedoms of that Empire— Super ſedi- 
mus auteh; rocenjernds figt:latim bonis maliſue Germanig, 
tur quo! ſuri ante ocul's omnium, tum qu'd mlimns dolorig 
intimi, quo opprimitnr 17 ipictentes mbihifſime Nationis caſum,

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man or common people in parts beyond the Seas, 
where the Wars continue, or have been, we are con» 
fident ir will be far more comfortable in his Majeſty 
of Great Britains Dominions , eſpecially England ; yer 
many in Scotland, and cQthers in T:eland may ſeem ro come 
plain either of moderate Crops of Corn, or death of their 
greater Cattel, or other grievances, For as yet the In- 
fluence of the laſt Saturnine Comet is in operation, and 
wHl continue more or leſs three whole years from this 
Vernal Ingreſs — Burt of this no more, one day comes, 
and another ſucceeds— afrerwards obſerve the Occur= 
rences of theſe two laſt years in moſt Natious, and God 
gire& thee to judge— 1675. is at hand, 3676. is to fol- 
low, one generation after another , and fo to the end of 
the.Chaprer. 

It is conſiderable and worthy of obſervation, that the 
Sign wherein the Lunar Ecliple was Fanuary the firſt , is 
the Aſcendant of the Suns Ingreſs. Moveable Signs argue 
ſudden and various ARions, when leaſt expeRted, in 
things relating to the Macrocoſm both as unto great Coun- 
cils, and weighty Aﬀairs of Nations and Ringdoms.

Oh! the fraud, difſimulations, contradifQions , 
rergiverſations, or backſlidings in all or moſt cf the Af- 
fairs tranſacted near this Ingreis, amongſt the Grandees 
of this World , ſome appearing before the Ingreſs and

We find Canda Dracons or the Tail of the Dragon, in 
the vulgar mans houſe of ſubſtance ; he fears new Taxes, 
and re pines at what hath been done already , complains 
of penury, and diſability to pay more— In many Na- 
rions this Judgment will take place, eſpecially all over 
the L'w Countries, France, and Germary,- and in the Prin+ 
cipaliries thereof, nor much in England, pcrhaps ſome 
obſtruion in Scotland The reaſon why we adjudge the 
Commonalty of England ſhall not be (o paſſive , is this; 
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We ſay Frgland is in a peaceable condition under a 
warchful Prince, and we have no cauſe to fear any Foreign 
Enemy during his Reign. 

Tf any Critick ſhall obje&t Shrurn his rranfir through 
Taurus may ſe-m to leſlen ſemewhar of what we have 
wrote , wc confeſs there may nor be that cheapneſs of 
Grain as in preceding years, or thar ſoundneſs of health 
in the Ox, + ſe, ard Ifſcr Cartel as formerly 3 yer we 
ſay there will be no great ſcarcity as in many near and 
more remore Pires or Natio's. 

In this Ingrefs we fi: d that there is Fgnified many (or 
more) dovhrful Accuſations ard uncertain Informations 
againſt prear Perſons, in the Courts of Princes, Governors 
of Kingdoms and Provinces, (yc. than in ſome former 
years 3 or 7painſt ſuch as are or have been in places of 
Truft or M:giiiracy :; The reaſon hereof wegive is, Fupt 
ter Lord of the eleventh Houſe in the Vernal Figure, 1s 
near the Oppoſition of Zrars , Lord or Ruler of rhe ixth, 
&c. Matter is provi4irg, ard many perſons ſcem to have 
a hand in it, or be ingaped therein, (for Mars is ins dov- 
ble bodied Sign) The ſubje& marter of Acrufation or 
finders hath been Jong m con rivarce by fiery or zealous 
Spirits 3 bur in rhe erd he or they acculed (for many are 
and ſhall be concerned as pu'lry of crimes) appear either 
blameleſs, or not marcria!ly guilty: Thele in the French 
M:narchs Courts, in Flanders, and cther Countries adja- 
cent ; ſomerhing, rhuvgh nor conſiderable in Frgland— 

This malevolent Oppoſition is dangerous allo in raifing 
of Mtuitrtes or Tnſurre Ghon,s, where very ſmall cauſe is gi- 
ven. , Heavens blcfs ſome of the Clergre from medling 
with ſuch matrers or things which concern them nor, 
Ler them be cautious how they att it\any ſuch kind of de 
figns — 

If it were not ſo ſoon in the year, we might have Inte!- 
ligence of fome mall or ſudden Rencounrer near this 
monih, of Armed men ; bur ſuch matrers may more pro- 
bably happen two or three months after.

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We hope the City of London will be little concerned 
upon this Aſpe&, either as to any fire, which may caſu- 


ally happen in the City or Suburbs, or in any other male .

However matters ſhall happen, we give this caution 
unto ſvch aRive Spirits, as ſhall near the Vernal Ingreſs 
endeavour a diſturbance in thoſe Countries rhey live in, 
by whiſpering and vending their own male-digeſted con- 
ceits againſt rneir Superiois, to the great difturbanceof 
the common P:ople.

We ſhovId not have dwelre fo long upon this SubjeR, 
bur chat we find Mars in the Poſtventional New Moon 
Angular , and thercby the tore powerful to excire peo- 
ple io miſchiet ; yet in that Figure Venus in the Medium 
Czli (or tenth Houſe) there in Trine AlpeR to Mars,gives 
us great hopes that a gracious King and a prudent Magi- 
tracy will prevent many of thele miſchiefs, which other- 
wiſe would have occaſioned great diſturbance — 

As to the fickneſles of this Quarter , as Mars is Lord of 
the Oxth Houie (viz, the Houſe of Diſcaſes) and pofired 
in an Aerial Sign,hedenores PutrefaFion in the blond high 
Peſtilential burming Fevers, Fiflula's,311 Diſeaſes or Wounds 
in the ſecret Paris of Men and Women, Stone in the

Reins and Bladder, Small Pox, Plenriſies , Bloody Fluxey, 
Carbuncles, &c. Bur ro deal more plainly, he this year 
manifeſts his Influence in Gonorrhza's, French Pax,and ſuch 
Diſtempers vuigarly called A CLAP, froma pollured 
Female. 

We ſee no cauſe to fear a Plague rhis year, we hope 
God will divert that Juigment from England for ſome 
years —» For we find Fupiter bv Poſition in the fixth 
Houſe , which ſeems much to leſſen and abate the fury 
and male Influence of Mars For as the Planer Fupiter 
is he:evolent by Nature in his Influence to Mankind , and 
as here he is poſited. ſigntficat ſalvationem perſonarum 
0 paucitatem infirmitatum preterquam in Regionibiu atque 
locis natural ter infeſis , tamen in illts minuentur infirmi- 
tates —— vt. 

He fignifics the preſervation of mens bodies, and nor 
many inficmiries, except in choſe Regions and Places na- 
turally already infeited— Yet in theſe very Countries 
many of choſe Diſeaſes ſhall be abated, or the Infirmiries 
therein ſhall be leſs, rhan might orherwiſe have been ex- 
peRted— Bur this Juigment doth more properly be- 
Jong to thoſe Kingdoms ſuljeA to the Frery Trigon, and 
where as yet no Wars have been: Yet however even in 
rhoſe unhappy Countries where che Sword hath raged 
for ſome years, we may hope well, that the Effetts of this 
benevolent Planer may in (ome meaſure take place—. 

We conclude our Judgmenr upon this Ingreſs with our 
hearty prayers in the behalf of ki Engliſh, Scortiſh, and 
Triſh Subje&s, and deſire them ro confider— wiz.
